New Smoke Houses Erected et City 
Market. 

Tbe Western Meat Company has just 
oompleted at its City Market, fonr 
brick smoke houses, each twelve feet 
square, with two banging stories, hav¬ 
ing a oapacity of 25,000 pounds each. 
Tbese'smoke booses are constructed on 
the most modern plan, no expense be¬ 
ing spared to make them complete in 
every way. The object in constructing 
these bouses at Sixth and Townsend 
streets, is to enable tbe Western Meat 
Company to ship to consumers fresh 
goods direotly from the smoke ^bonse, 
without necessitating transit from 
their packing-bonse to tbe oity, thus 
insuring tbe finest possible condition, 
besides which the capacity of tbe 
smoke bouses at tbe packing honse was 
being overtaxed, so that tbe Company 
conld not keep np with its orders for 
fresh smoked goods. Tbe ereotion of 
these new smoke booses puts tbe West¬ 
ern Meat Company in a position to 
supply from twenty-five to thirty 
thousand pounds of smoked goods daily. 
Tbe Company, aided by these improve¬ 
ments, can now supply smoked goods 
far superior to anything that has ever 
been offered on tbe Pacifio Coast, and 
enables buyers to procure at home 
meats better than those wbicb come 
from tbe East. In fact, tbe demand 
for tbeir goods bas been so great since 
tbe completion of tbe new bouses that 
it will not be long before farther con¬ 
struction will be necessary. 

Tbe work was done by Tbos. Bntler, 
under tbe supervision of Mr. Leon 
Greenebaum, tbe Company’s engineer. 


Secretary Herbert of tbo Navy bas 
received from Governor Bndd a request

Tbe President bas sent tbe following 
nominations to tbe Senate: William 
j H. Cannon to be United States Marshal 
for tbe Western district of Wisoonsin; 
William Galloway, Receiver of Public 
Moneys at Orgeon City, Or. 

The Committee on Immigration and 
Naturalization of tbe Honse will soon 
take up Johnson’s two immigration 
bills. Johnson will appear before tbe 
committee in behalf of the measures, 
as will one or two other members of 
tbe California delegation, in all proba¬ 
bility. 

The Hoose Committee of Ways and 
Means bas adopted a resolution provid- 
; ing for an investigation of tbe tariff 
' discrimination against American pro¬ 
ducts and tbe effect of tbe repeal of tbe 
reciprocity laws. Tbe resolution was 
introduced by Tawney of Minnesota, 
and experts to make the investigation 
are provided for. 

A bill bas been introduced in tlM 
Senate by Perkins creating a secooa 
; judicial district in Southern California 
to enable the United States Circuit 
and Distriot Courts to sit at San Diego 
for the transaction of business arising 
: in San Diego and vicinity. A strong 
I petition from San Diego attorneys has 
{ been received praying that tbe distriot 
! oe set apart. 

It is understood that tbe State De- 
] pertinent is only delaying its tranaaeia- 

I sion to Congress of tbe documents in 
1 tbe esse of ex-United States Consol 
Waller of Madagascar, now imprisoned 
in France, pending negotiations still 
proceeding, by wbiob it hopes to be 
able to annoanoe tbe release of Waller 
from prison. Developments are daily 
expected in tbe negotiations, and pro¬ 
bably, unless Waller’s release is short¬ 
ly secured, the correspondence will go 
to tbe Honse of Representatives. Tbe 
objection to that course is said to be a 
desire that tbe friendly relations so 
long subsisting between tbe United 
States and tbe Frenob repoblio should 
not be even temporarily interrupted. 

Senator White introdnoed in tbe 
State a memorial from tbe Alameda 
County Board of Supervisors urging 
tbe passage of the mining bills pre¬ 
pared by tbe California Miners’ Asso¬ 
ciation, and introduced recently in 
both bouses. Tirey L. Ford will be 
beard before tbe House Committee on 
RiveiB and Harbors in behalf of tbe 
measores some day this week. Mr. 

| Ford baa not succeeded as yet in secur¬ 
ing a fall meeting' of tbe California 
delegation to discuss the bills, bnt bas 
fonnd, through personal interviews, 
that tbe delegation is almost onani- 
mons in favor of supporting tbe same. 
He has not seen all tbe members, bnt, 
judging from talks already bad, be 
believes that there will be no dissent¬ 
ers. 

Supervising Arobiteot Aiken bas not 
yet come to tbe front with a statement 
of tbe money needed to complete the 
plans of tbe new San Franoisoo Post- 
offioe. Senator Perkins bas waited 
patiently for a reply to bis letter ask¬ 
ing for tbe figures that be might insert 
them in the draft of tbe bill be bas ap¬ 
propriating tbe money needed to finish 
tbe plans. Bnt no answer bas come 
so tbe other day tbe Senator wrote an¬ 
other letter in a different vein from 
his former polite messlfee. If it meets 
with tbe same fate as its predecessors, 
Mr. Aiken will probably be called 
upon by tbe Senate to explain why be 
refuses to give tbe cost of the extra 
work wbicb be says most be performed 
before tbe San Franoisco Postoffloe can 
ever be commenced. 

Tbe monthly staement of Govern¬ 
ment reoeipts and expenditures for 
January show the aggregate receipts to 
be approximately $29,237,570 and tbe 
expenditures $32,696,430, leaving a 
deficit for tbe month of about $3,469,- 
160 and for tbe seven months of tbe 
present fiscal year about $13,813,875. 
Tbe receipts from customs for tbe past 
month amount to about $16,380,796; 
from internal revenue, $11,041,401; 
from misoellaoeons sources, abont 
$1,815,472. This is a decrease of abont 
$1,000,000 in receipts from customs, 
as compared with January, 1895, and 
an increase of abont $2,000,000 in re¬ 
oeipts from internal revenue. As com¬ 
pared with last month there is an in¬ 
crease of over $4,000,000 in receipts 
from customs, and a decrease of nearly 
$1,760,000 in reoeipts from internal 
revenue.

Now, as the incident occurred in a 
part of Guiana claimed by both Vene¬ 
zuela and England, and each banled 
down the flag of tho other, Venezuela 
claims that the question of indemnity 
and territoriality cannot be separated, 
and that if she pay a cent of indemnity 
it will be a quasi recognition of British 
sovereignty. This, I have been told offi¬ 
cially,, she will never do without arbi¬ 
tration. 

President Cleveland’s reference to tho 
“Guiana boundary” in his annual mes¬ 
sage to congress, and his earnest sugges¬ 
tion that England should submit the 
whole questiod to arbitration, has come 
like a ray of sunshine throughout tho 
darkness of a tropic night, for without 
the material as well as moral support of 
a great nation like the United States 
poor Venezuela would have 6 tood a slim 
chance before the ponderous fighting 
machines of Great Britain. As a result, 
Venezuelan diplomacy will be much 
more vigorous than ever, and “Little 
Venice” will now demand, not beg, her 
powerful neighbor for arbitration. 
American stock is therefore very much 
above par throughout Central and South 
America, and enr merchants should take 
advantage of the situation and push 
English goods to the wall. I venture to 
say that there is not one nation through¬ 
out the American continent that would 
not unite with the others in declaring a 
commercial war against Great Britain, 
and even if we conld not compete witli 
her at the present time in prices for 
manufactured goods, patriotism would 
outweigh the slight difference. 

Tho good women of Venezuela have 
set an example to the men, and for sev¬ 
eral months there has been a boycott of 
all English household goods. Every pa¬ 
per in Caracas has had editorial com¬ 
ment upon the president’s message, and 
some of them have apotheosized Presi¬ 
dent Monroe. All have had the good 
judgment to regard this action on the 1 
part of the United States not as a spe¬ 
cial mark of favor toward Venezuela, 
but as tho declaration of our govern¬ 
ment to preserve its autonomy on this 
continent. Upon all sides it is said that 
now is the time to urge a union of all 
American republics, and it is even ru¬ 
mored that Brazil lias already fixed a 
time for the meeting of a convention to :

AIDING THE RED CROSS. 

Million, to Zl« Soot to Feed the Armeni¬ 
ans 

The announcement published wide¬ 
spread throughout the country stating 
that the Red Cross society would under¬ 
take to receive contributions of money 
and supplies and take charge of tbe 
work of distributing them in Armenia 
has aronsed many philanthropic people, 
and the mail received at the Red Cross 
house in Washington is a large and 
gratifying one. 

The society will have access to Arme¬ 
nia, as Turkey was one of the 40 na¬ 
tions that signed the international Red 
Cross treaty. Her accession to its terms 
was given in I 860 . The United States 
signed it in 1882. As this movement to 
relieve the Armenians is not made un¬ 
der the auspices of the international so¬ 
ciety, bnt the American Red Cross, the 
Turkish government, may interfere. But 
few persons will go from this country 
to execute the mission. 

The Armenians themselves, to the 
number of 1 , 000 , will be employed as- 
distributing agents. It will take over a 
month to reach the famine districts. It 
is expected that philanthropic Ameri¬ 
cans will contribute millions to the 
project.—Washington Star.

NOVELTIES OF ELECTRICITY. 

The Coming Swiss Exhibition Will Surpass 
All Others In This. 

The Swiss National exposition, which 
begins at Geneva on May next and ter- 
I minutes on Oct. 15, bids fair, iu the 
I mutter of interesting novelties, to sur¬ 
pass uny national display made since 
the ceuteuuiul. A full account of its 
scope is given by United States Consul 
Ridgley, at Geneva, iu u report to the 
state department, aud lie says that Swiss 
residents in America are invited to 
make exhibits. Probably because Theo¬ 
dore Turrettiui, mayor of Geneva hud 
the most distinguished electrical en¬ 
gineer iu Europe, is presideut of the ex¬ 
position the electrical exhibit will be the 
finest ever seen. The river Rhine sup¬ 
plies 12,000 horsepower, to be electrical¬ 
ly transmitted six miles to the grounds. 
There will be a traveling footpath oper¬ 
ated by electricity, traversing the great 
machinery hall; horseless cabs driven 
by electricity, appliances for uerial navi¬ 
gation, a multiplying valve pump, proc¬ 
ess for making paper and fabrics, tests 
of strength of metals by electricity and 
many other electrical appliances. 

Professor Pictet will display his in 
j vention for producing intense cold and 
: will exhibit the uses of this low tem- 
: perature, such us in the purification of 
perfumes and chemicals, the cure of 
dyspepsia by a cold Turkish bath proc¬ 
ess, disinfecting and tiie production of 
an illuminating gas 80 times more pow¬ 
erful than ordinary coal gas. 

Other features will be a Swiss vil¬ 
lage, an aquarium where the spectator 
is beneath the water und a Himalaya 
railway wherein travelers climb to the 
top of a great tower by means of a car 
running on a cable.

GOOD ROADS. 

It is to be hoped that tbe agitation 
going on all over tbe country of late 
in favor of gcod roads may have some 
practical effect. 

Tbe campaign of education is in 
active progress, and while the present 
widespread agitation is necessary to 
prepare the way, action is required to 
produce tbe desired results. 

A good wagon road cannot be cheap¬ 
ly built. Each and every mile thereof 
-will cost a pretty sum in bard cash. 
Something more than money is re- ! 
quired to produce it. There are three 
essential factors which are necessary 
to the solution of tbe problem. These 
three are capital, labor and skill. 

Tbe cost per mile of a wagon road, 
like that of a railroad, is dependent 
npon many things. Among them is 
the line or route adopted, involving 
the questions of grades and suitable 1 
material adjacent to or near tbe line 
of the road. A mile of road across a 
bottomless bog, or along the bed of a 
torrential stream, will cost many 
times as much as a mile on smooth, 
even upland. 

When the time comes in this county, 
or any other, to build the good roads 
of tbe future—roads which, like tbe 
old Roman highways, will, when fin¬ 
ished, last for centuries, and which, 
with caie and a slight^annnal expendi¬ 
ture, will last forever—preliminary, as 
well as final surveys, by skilled and 
oapahle engineers, will he necessary. 
Surveys made—as in tbe construction of 
a railroad—to determine the questions 
of usefulness, dnrability, cost, eto. 

Tbe good roads of tbe fntnre may or 
may not be npon the lines of the pres¬ 
ent public highways. When bnilt, 
they will be properly graded, well 
drained and, like the honse of the 
wise man, founded npon a rock.. The 
question for the people of this oonnty 
to decide is, will they continne tbe 
ruinous practice of paying large sums 
of money to see it annually dissipated 
in patobing worthless wooden bridges 
and culverts, veneering bogs with 
gravel, filling np mud holes, and rais¬ 
ing roadbeds along torrential streams, 
to be bnried with slime and sliokens 
by regularly recurring floods, or will 
They faoe about and begin in earnest 
Tbe work of building [good roads ? In 
case tbe people have bad enough of 
agitating and are ready for action, 
money is the first and most important 
requisite- The question will arise as 
to tbe way it can best be provided. 
The most feasible plan wonld seem to 
be by tbe issue of county road bonds. 

An issue of bonds sufficient to build 
one main thoroughfare from San Fran¬ 
cisco to tbe Santa Clara oonnty line, 
upon or near tbe present route of tbe 
Mission Road, and one main highway 
across tbe county to the coast, wonld 
benefit the entire county, and, when 
completed, enhance real estate values 
far above the sums expended, greatly 
-reduce tbe cost of wagon freights, be¬ 
sides adding to tbe comfort, conven¬ 
ience and pleasure of the poeple in a 
multitude of ways.

A GRAND JURY MISTAKE.

The late Grand Jury gave consider¬ 
able attention to tbe highways of tbe 
oonnty, and through committees of the 
jury examined the principal roads of 
the different road districts. In the 
oonrso of tbeir report upon tbe subject 
of oonnty roads the following statement 
occurs: “In many cases very poor or 
utterly worthless material has been 
hauled at great expense and spread 
npon onr roads. Notably this was 
the case at Burlingame something more 
than a year ago. In this case material 
was hauled upou tbe road, wbioh was 
of less value than the natural soil, aud 
had to be removed. Not only, there¬ 
fore, was the useless expense of placing 
it npon the road inouired, but tbe ad¬ 
ditional cost of removing it therefrom. ’ ’ 

In making this statement the Graud 
Jury evidently intended charging tbe 
Supervisor of the First Township with 
having this bad work done and done 
at a heavy expense to the road fund.

These rumors 
have gained considerable currency and 
cansed mnoh uneasiness among 
owners in the town. We desire to say 
to onr readers that neither rumor has 
any foundation whatever. The Land 
Company baa not even had either sub¬ 
ject under contemplation.

Baden Station, and greatly impaired 
its value as a wagon road. Tbe peo- I 
pie's highway has been spoiled, aud I 
the private corporation which has been j 
permitted to monopolize it, is not re¬ 
quired to render even tbe poor return

A HUGE UNDERTAKING. 

Great Idea of the American Muf*euni of 
Natural IliHtory. 

The trustees of tho American Museum 
of Natural History in New York liavo 
decided to establish an anthropological 
exhibit, which will bo one of the finest 
in the world. They propose to have 
groups of figures illustrating tho indus¬ 
tries, mode of life and characteristics of 
every important race ou tho globe. 

This undertaking will require many 
years to complete, but tho first group 
j will be in place within two or three 
weeks. For some time past attaches of 
the museum have been ont west taking 
photographs and getting measurements 
of the various tribes of Indians in North 
America aud on tho north Pacific coust. 
Plaster casts have been taken of tho 
faces, hands aud feet of typical members 
of tho tribes, aud, together with the 
measurements aud photographs, for¬ 
warded to New York. These data will 
enable the modelers to construct lifo 
size plaster fignres, clothed in native 
dress. 

Dr. Franz Boaz, the anthropologist of 
the museum, lias charge of tho work 
and will arraugo the figures into gronps, 
each one representing as nearly as possi¬ 
ble a sceno from an Indian village. — 
Boston Herald.

A WORK OF GENIUS. 

Hardly a week had passed since the 
man of genius had died in a shabby bed¬ 
room on the second floor of that dingy 
lodging house on the Kensington road, 
when some people entered the chamber. 

They were the few friends who ad¬ 
hered to the dead man in the last black 
days of his adversity. Between them 
they had paid his landlady, his doctor 
and his nurse. One of them had adopted 
his little child—the only relative that 
he was known to have. Now they had 
come to see the removal of such papers 
and personal effects as he might have 
left. More particularly they wanted to 
take possession, on the child’s behalf, 
of the “Workof Genius,’’ the great, play 
to which he had been putting his finish¬ 
ing touches whon he was taken ill. 

Mrs. Saunders, the servant- girl said, 
was out. Yes, she had had Mr. Bourne’s 
letter, but didn't expect him quite so 
early. She had gone shopping, but was 
sure to bo back soon. Would the gcutle- 
men 6tep in and wait? 

They would. So she showed the vis¬ 
itors into the littlo front parlor, where 
the man of genius had lived and worked. 

There were three of them—St. John 
Bourne, the great tragedian, lessee and 
manager of the Hyde Park theater, who, 
seven years before, had produced the 
play which had first made the man of 
genius known. Philip Gaytliorne, the 
dramatic critic, who had extolled it, in 
hysterical and almost tearful periods, in 
the columns of The Daily Meteor, and 
Ralph Ericson, the young bohemian 
barrister, who did not practice, but cul¬ 
tivated the muses on a parental allow¬ 
ance of $ 2 , 1.100 a year. 

The room in which they sat down to 
wait was miserably dismal. A medical 
student, who was just then away enjoy¬ 
ing himself in the operating theater of 
St. Thomas’ hospital, had succeeded to 
it. Indications of his calling were not 
wanting. On the mantelpiece were a 
skull and a disorderly arrangement of 
microscopic slides. On the table there 
was a stotlioseope, half covered with a 
dirty pack of cards. In a corner there 
were test tubes tilled with glycerin, for 
the culture of tubercle bacilli. There 
was a mingled odor of iodoform and 
stale tobacco smoke. Altogether the 
place was very melancholy and not at 
all fit to be the dwelling of u man of 
genius. 

The three men took off their huts and 
gloves and unbuttoned their fur lined 
overcoats and sat down on the least un¬ 
comfortable of the chairs and bilked. 
Their talk, as was natural, was of the 
man of genius—of his sudden rise, of 
his gradual decline, of the great work 
that was at last to have retrieved his 
fortnnes, if he had lived. 

For the man had sprung in a night 
from obscurity to greatness. His name 
till then had been unknown even to 
those who make it their business to 
keep their eyes upon the young men of 
promise who are presently to rise. Oue 
day it had been mysteriously whispered 
abroad that St. John Bourne hud discov¬ 
ered a new dramatist of extraordinary 
talent. When public curiosity was thus 
sufficiently aroused, there had duly fol¬ 
lowed the announcement of “The Knight 
Errant, u New and Original Play, by 
Norman Voules. ” Then came the pro¬ 
duction, hailed with tumultuous ac¬ 
clamations, and the author passed at a 
single step into the front rank of writers 
lor the English stage. 

Philip Gaytliorne spoke of the mem¬ 
orable first night. 

“I never saw a house more enthusias¬ 
tic, ” he said. “You never had u part, 
Bourne, which fitted you better, but, for 
once, I think, there was even more en¬ 
thusiasm for the author tliau for the 
actor. Nobody knew him. Wo were all 
asking each other who ho was and where 
he came from, and nobody would say. 
Indeed I’m not sure that I know where 
he came from even now. He was always 
very reticent about his beginnings. 
Have you any idea what they were?” 

‘ ‘ Something commercial, ’ ’ Bourne an - 
swered. “I rather fancied he manufac¬ 
tured vinegar, in a small way, in Ber¬ 
mondsey, or was it mineral waters? I 
can’t be sure. Whatever it was, tho poor 
fellow would have done better for him¬ 
self if he’d stuck to it. ” 

“You think his success turned his 
head, then?” said Ericson. 

“Undoubtedly. He’d been working 
and waiting for it for years, caring for 
nothing else, thinking of nothing else. 
Nobody encouraged him; nobody would 
read his plays. I only read ‘The Knight 
Errant’ myself by the merest accident. 
I took it up one night when I was suf¬ 
fering from insomnia, thinking it would 
send mo to sleep. Instead of that it kept 
me awake, and I put it in rehearsal and 
produced it two months afterward. Poor 
Voules was quite overwhelmed by the 
success. He walked about like a man 
in a dream. He couldn’t work. Ho 
couldn’t do anything but talk about him¬ 
self and ask what people were saying 
about him. He gave up his business and 
fell away from liis old friends and be¬ 
came a bohemian of the bohemians.” 

Ralph Ericson, who himself had de¬ 
serted Philistia for Bohemia, put in a 
word for the bohemian life. 

“Bohemia is all very well for some 
of ns,” Bourne continued, “but it is 
very bad for a man like Norman Voules, 
who plunges into it suddenly at 35. He 
can’t take it as a matter of course. He 


enjoys it too much. Ho gets to regard 
midnight supper' as tho serious busi¬ 
ness of life. Ha bangs about clubs 
drinking whisky and saying smart 
things when lie ought to be sitting at 
home putting them on paper. When he 
does get home, he finds that the whisky 
and soda have taken away all his energy 
for work; that, instead of going to lied 
early and getting fit for it, he sits up 
drinking more whisky and soda and 
thinking of it. Then he finds, as poor 
Norman dirt, that he is spending money 
a good deal faster than ho is making it. 
Sometimes lie makes a desperate offort 
and recovers himself; sometimes ho 
doesn’t. ” 

In this way the talk turned upon the 
gradual lapse of Norman Voules, which 
made a melancholy story. His first sig¬ 
nal triumph had never been followed by 
a second. In the course of seven years 
two one act pieces of moderate but by 
no means startling merit were the only 
works of his pen that had been seen 
upon the stage. 

A part of the money earned by “The 
Knight Errant.” ho had lost in a maga¬ 
zine which had failed miserably, owing 
to inefficient management. Extravagant 
living accounted for the rest. So he had 
come to poverty. 

St. John Bourne, who never tnrned 
his back on an old friend, had given 
him a small annuity, and on that he 
lived. But. for the most part, la haute 
Boheme had ceased to know him or take 
interest in him. He haunted stage doors, 
shabbily dressed. He failed to pay his 
subscription to the clubs and was sel¬ 
dom invited to visit them ns a gnest. 

"I remember, ” Ericson said, “about 
two years ago, poor Norman always 
used to turn up at the monthly dinners 
of tho Silurians at the Criterion. He 
wasn’t a member, and ho wasn’t a 
guest, but he used to look in with the 
jaunty pretense of having an appoint 
ment. with some man who he knew per¬ 
fectly well was not likely to be there. 
It was very painful, but some half dozen 
of us used to take it in turns to ask him 
to join us. He was excellent company, 
when we’d cheered him up a little. But 
that was before his wife left him. After 
that, we never saw him there. ” 

“Yes,” said Bourne, “that was a sad 
story too. Norman was foml of her. The 
Bohemia life is had for women of that 
sort when they’re too pretty and their 
husbands can’t give them as much mon¬ 
ey as they want. ” 

It was so sad a story that they did not 
dwell on it. But. Ericson went on : 

“It sounds almost like a paradox. 
But I really believe that while his first 
success practically ruined him this 
great blow nearly made him a man 
again. ” 

Philip Gaytliorne observed regretful¬ 
ly that he had not noticed it.

starry canopy of night, offering up the 
troubled moments of existence on the al¬ 
tar of eternity!’ That was his case, he 
said. The drink might kill him, but if 
it only helped him to leave a work of 
genins behind he didn’t care. Then ho 
went on talking of his work, telling me 
of scenes he had projected for it, scenes 
of such marvelous dramatic strength 
that I had not the heart to reproach 
him any more, but I felt instead that 
the sacrifice of his health and life tosuch 
an end was well worth the making. ” 

He spoke with a rare and wonderful 
enthusiasm, which carried his listeners 
with him. They sat thinking silently 
for a few minutes, and then St. John 
Bonrne said: 

“Ericson, I shall produce that play. ’’ 

After a further pause he added: 

"I will put it on at a benefit matinee 
for Jessie. If it succeeds, it shall go in¬ 
to tho evening's bill, and there will be 
the author’s fees for Jessie.

He hadn’t written his play out, it 
seems, and the world will never know 
anything about it. But it was a work of 
genius, all the same. ”—Francis Gribble 
in London Sun.
